The dwelling was the prop- 
erty of Mrs. Sir.!, mother of Mrs. Skeiley, 
wbe lately arrived here trom her home 
neur Great Bend, Kansas. Tue total loss 
is about f 1,000 


Last night at 12 o'clock, another alarm 


of tire was sounded, to which the volun- 
teer firemen promptly responded, pulling 
their carts over the sidewalks because 
tbe streets were impassable on account of 
the partly frozen mud. Ii was discovered 
that the dwelling of Edward Dodwell, 
the dairyman , on Illinois street, between 
Eldorado and North Sts>., in tbe 5th ward, 
was on fire, having caught from a couple 
of furnaces at the rear of the house, which 
were used to cook feet for the cows.

He heads the list with our own David 
Davis, whose fortune is believed to ex- 
ceed $3,000,000, mostly in real estate. 
Henry G. Davis, of West Virginia, is 
supposed to be worth more than $2,- 
000,000, mainly in iron and coal mines, 
railway stock and governments. 
John 


P. Jones, of Nevada, i« regarded as 
the riobest, excepting bis colleague, his 
fortune being variously estimated at 
from $10,000,000 to $20,000,000, of 
course largely in mines. 
The wealth 


of Alvin Saunders, of Nebraska, not- 
withstanding recent losses, still needs 
seven figures to present it in print, but 
the amount is not stated. 
Don Came- 


ron, of Pennsylvania, is worth upwards 
of $2,000,000 in his own right with 
excellent prospects. 
Joseph E. Brown, 


of Georgia, is worth not less than $3- 
000.000. 
Philetus Sawyer, of Wiscon- 


sin, is put down for $5,000.000, and 
that is considered under the fact. Wm. 
Mahone, of Virginia, is supposed to be 
worth about $2,000,000. 
James G. 


Fair, of Nevada, is undoubtedly the 
richest, and his property is valued at 
$40,000,000, but that is probably too 
high. 
Henry B. Anthony, of Kbode 


Island, is worth about 
$2,500,000. 


John Sherman, of Ohio, $1,500,000, 
mostly iu Washington real estate. 
Be- 


sides these, Saulsbury and Bayard, ol 
Delaw,iie._Scwcll, of "New Jciscy. and 
Eugene li.ile, of Maine, are all million- 
aiies, though their wealth is not stated, 
making Sheen out of the seventy six 


Cattle Thieve?. 


Seventeen head of fat cattle,, valued 


at $1.300, were stolen on the night ot 
the 4th inst. from the pasture of'Frank 
C. W. Wright, of Broadwell township, 
Logan county. 
The loss was not dis- 


covered until Monday, when tbe owner, 
in counting u lot of one hundred and 
thirty five, ascertained that it was sev- 
enteen short. It is presumed that they 
have been shipped to Chicago. 
A re- 


ward of $100 has been offered and offi- 
cers are now on the track. 


At the battle of Franklin, say's the 


Detroit Free Prets, the first shell sent 
trom the first Union field-piece to open 
fare killed twenty-six Confederates. The 
next five shells from this same °un ei- 
ther failed to explode or clewed the 
advancing lines. In the same fight the 
horse of a Confederate soldier was cut 
clean in two by a shot and the rider es 
capod unhurt. 
Ten minutes after a 


Union 
officer behind tbe earthworks 


stumbled and fell forward on the ground 
and broke his neck. 


In one of the assaults on Fort Wan- 


ner, in Charleston Harbor, the iron- 
clad fleet assisted by land batteries 
numbering twenty-seven heavy cannon 
bombarded the fort for two hours before 
kilHng a single soldier. 
From seventy 


to ^eighty cannon were hurling three 
tons of iron into the fort each minute, 
and yet no one was hurt U':til more 
than three hundred tons of iron of 
solid death1' had been wasted. 
As an 


offset to this, witness the work of « sin 
gle shot thrown from a Federal gun- 
boat on the Lower Mississippi. 
A Con- 


federate flying battery was just taking 
position, and one piece bad al'cady 
opened fire. The Federal shot was di- 
rected at this piece. 
The big mass of 


iron struck the six-pounder square on 
the muzzle and upset gun and carriage. 
A piece of the muzzle weighing about 
twenty pounds was broken off, and this 
flew to the left and killed two men. 
Three men were wounded by smaller 
fragments or flying splinters. 
The big 


shot next struck and exploded a cas 
sion. killing three more men and wound- 
ing two others. 
From the cassion it 


turned to the right, killed 
a horse, 


smashed a wheel for a field-piece and 
crushed 
the leg of a sergeant to a 


bloody_inass. 
The one shot so disor- 


ganized the batteiy tbat it limbered up 
and dashed away to cover. 


A 
Union gunboat, on tbe 
White 


river threw three shells into a Confed- 
erate camp, killed nearly fifty men and 
routed a force of 800. 
Within a week 


after tbat event the Confederate Gen- 
eral Shelby planted four pieces of flying 
artilleiy on tho levee within 400 fee° 
of the 
same gunboat at anchor, and 


without the least cover for men or guns 
kept up the fight for more than an 
hour, or until the gunboat backed out 
of it and steamed away. 


The chances in a lottery can be fig- 


ured down fine, and a certain per cen- 
tum of escapes is allowed in a steam- 
boat explosion, but he who goes to war 
bag nothing to console him. He may 
dodge a two hundred pound shell and 
be killed by two buckshot.

building DOW stands. George 'Washing- 
ton took the oath of office as the first 
President of the United States.

IT is currently said that Robert Lin- 


coln id the youngest man who ever had 
a scat in the cabinet. 
This is a mis- 


take. His age is 37, whereas Alexander 
Hamilton was but 32 when made sec- 
retary of the treasury, and after five 
years' service he had only reached Mr. 
Lincoln's age when he retired with a 
record as a financier which has never 
been surpassed.

FLORIDA. 


"From Ice to Oranges." 


JACKSONVILLE, FLORIDA, ) 


March 8, 1881, 
J 


EDITORS 
REPUBLICAN : 
Leaving 


Decatur coW and bleak on Dec. 12th, 
we reached the "land of flowers" on the 
loth, and found roses ID bloom and the 
orange trees laden with their goiden 
fruit. 


After 
leaving Louisville, Ky., the 


scenery became more beautiful, and the 
farther south we came the higher the 
hills grew and the country seemed 
more 
barren. 
In Georgia the hills 


seem like mountains to eyes accustomed 
to our western prairies, the only signs 
of civilizations in many miles being a 
little cleared spot containing a poor 
warden and a small one-roomed house 
with no windows, but a front and back 
door opposite, both open for ventilation 
and light. 
Very 
small towts which 


lookcd««s if every one had gone to a 
funeral, small cotton fields, iron mines 
and one gold mine, were passed. 
The 


soil is about the color of brick dust, and 
looks as if the blood which was shed 
there during our laie war had left an 
indelible stain, and in several places we 
saw the remains of old earthworks. 


Atlanta was passed about noon on 


Dec. 1-kh. 
Here it commenced to 


dawn upon our still chilled senses that 
we were in the warm south ;. windows 
were wide open, ladies walking without 
wraps, and even a few preen trees and 
bushes were seen. 
Everything here 


was full of business and enterprise ; 
the city is large and hilly and is a busi- 
ness centre. Passing southeast the 
land becomes more barren, and the 
marks of devastation by war and pov- 
erty become more noticeable. 


We reached Brunswick, Ga., where 


we left tho railroad, early oa Deo. 15th, 
and stepped on board the steamer for 
Fernandma, Fla., just as the sun was 
rising out of the ocean : the day was 
clear and warm, with just breeze enough 
to ripple the water ; the passage was 
strictly inland, passing through St. Si 
mon'f, St. Andrew's and Cbmberland 
Sounds, and in view of Cumberland Is 
land and Dungeness. 
Reaching Per 


nandina, situated on Amelia Island, in 
thj extreme northeastern corner of 
Florida, about 11:30 
a. m., we took 


the cars for Jacksonville ; and such u 
desolate, long, slow, rough ride could 
never be found in our enterprising 
North. 
The road runs through pine 


lands and swamps, with not one town 
in sixty miles to relieve the monotony. 
At last, when we nearcd Jacksonville, 
there was a general stir and dusting. 
Stepping from the cars the first thing 
we noticed was sand, deep and white 
then heat. As soon as soap, water and 
trunks were available, we shed our win- 
ter clothing and felt as if we had sud- 
denly dropped 
from 
December .into 


June—but even here it was December, 
strange as it seemed. 


Although this baa been the coldest 


winter here since 1835, it is pleasant, 
light dresses, straw hata and parasols 
are in demand. All the orange trees 
have lost their leaves and the fruit 
dropped off, but the trees were not in 
jured and are now out in loaf. Peaob, 
plum and cherry trees are in full bloom, 
and to day the thermometer is 75 de- 
grees, the air warm and soft and filled 
with fragrance. 


The course of St. John's river ia 


noteworthy. 
There are but few rivers 


on the globe, of any magnitude, that 
run in the same direction. 
Rising in 


the southern halt of the state, fed by 
and flowing out of that vast fresh-water 
basin formed by the everglades and sa- 
vannas, and commencing below the 
23th degree of latitude, it runs in a 
northerly course for about two bun 
dred miles, when it abruptly turns east 
ward and empties into the ocean. 
It 


is a magnificent highway, and is to 
eastern Florida what the Hudson is to 
eastern New York. 
We know of but 


two rivers of any importance whose di 
rection is exactly the same. 
One of 


these drains the northern limits of Bri- 
tish America and empties into the Arc- 
tic Ocean ; and the other, having its 
sources in middle Europe, into the 
Baltic Sea. 
The St. John's is truly a 


noble river: what river can the reader 
call to mind, that for over one bun 
dred miles of its length has an average 
width of even one mile and a half? 
We know of but one other in thi: 
country which would come even up to 
this estimate. 
Yet shall the truth be 


credited, when we state that this river 
will average about three miles in width 
for the distance above named ! 
In 


places it expands to twice that ; and 
we cannot recall seeing it contract at 
any point to less than a mile, after you 
fairly get into the river, until Lake 
George is passed, above Palatka, when 
it narrows suddenly and continues thus 
t,o Lake Monroe, which is the head ol 
regular steam 
navigation, though a 


smaller steamer docs go on as lar as 
Lake Harney, and even beyond, but 
only at the instance of excursion par- 
tics. 
The "Upper St. John's" is the 


paradise for sporting-men ; the woods 
along the river abound in all kinds ol 
game, while the river swarms with 
fine fish. 


Jacksonville, situated on the western 


bank of the river, is a pretty little city 
of about 10,000 inhabitants ; no city o: 
the south can show better evidences o 
prosperity ; everywhere can be seen the 
magic touch of northern'hands and cap 
ital. The waste and stagnation causec 
by the war have in this place quite dia 
appeared. 


As to hotels, there are foot fine one* 


running only during the winter, besides 
many good private boarding houses. 


TJie chief article of manufacture and 


export is pine lumber. There are in 
this city six large saw-mills, and schoon- 
ers from all along the Atlantic coast 
come here for lumber. 


Shade-trees are very large, consisting 


of live and water oaks, olives and sour 
orange trees. 
The oaks are draped in 


Spanish moss, which give them a fune- 
real aspect, and in many large trees the 
mistletoe in dark green clumps is grow- 
ng ; if allowed to remain it will soon 
till the tree. 


Around Jacksonville are some fine 


drives—three shell-roads and two of 
aaw dust. One very interesting drive 
s out west about three miles to Mont- 
crief spring. 
The water has an average 


temperature of 77 degs., boils up out of 
the gronnd into a stone basin, diameter 
;wenty five feet, from which the water 
,s conducted through pipes to the bath- 
bouses. The water is sulphurous and 
contains some iron. 


Quite a romantic excursion is a row 


up McCoy's creek, which is about five 
miles long, narrow and very deep. 
On 


either side are large trees—gum, cy- 
press, bay and oaks, whose varied shades 
of young leaves m!>ke a beautiful pict- 
ure with the tall, dark pines for a back- 
ground. 
But the peculiarity of this 


and all other streams in Florida is the 
perfect reflection of trees in the water. 
It seems like sailing through the tree- 
tops to look down into the water. 


Alligators are scarce near the city. 


One day while rowing in the St. John's 
we passed at oar's length one great old 
alligator about ten feet long. They are 
harmless; will 
run from people and 


never show fight till wounded or in 
danger. 


All kinds of vegetables are in market 


now ; but everything is very expensive. 
Strawberries are $1 per bos ; oranges 
50 cents a dozen. The latter come 
from Indian river, where no damage 
was done by frost. 
Butter, meat, flour 


and nearly all eatables are shipped from 
the north, thus making all expenses of 
living much higher here than north. 


One's first impression of the soil of 


Florida is that it is worthless; but this 
is contradicted on all aides by the lux- 
uriant vegetation. It seems particularly 
adapted to the raising of all kinds of 
vegetables, and in time it will supply 
the early market north . but it is al- 
most impossible to keep vegetables or 
fruit here any length of time ; some- 
thing in tho atmosphere causes rapid 
decay. 
Even frame houses become old 


and rotten in ten years, thus necessitat- 
ing much expense in keeping houses in 
repair—consequently rents are very 
high. 
A bouse of five rooms brings 


from $20 to $35 per month, and those 
of the same size nearer town $15. 


I leave you now for St. Augustine 


and tbe beach.

2,436,190; or at the rate of 5.7 per 
cent, for the intervening period ol 
five vears. 
This gives an annual 


rate of increase of 1.14 per cent., 
which is perceptibly greater than 
the annual rate of increase during 
the four years immediately follow- 
ing the war with France. The pop- 
ulation of the Empire At the close of 
1875, was 42,657,982, an increase 
since 1871 of 1,699,190, which wa^ 
at the rate of 4.12 per cent, for four 
years, or 1.03 per annum. In 1871, 
after the war with France was over, 
the pcpnlation stood at 41,058,792, 
an increase since 1867 of only 951,- 
617, -which was at tbe rate of 2 32 
per cent, for the four years, or only 
.58 per cent, a year. 
Within the 


limits DOW comprised in the German 
Empire, the population has almost 
doubled since 1816, when the aggre- 
gate stood at 23,103,111. While it 
will thus take Germany about sev- 
nty years to double her population, 
England and Wales doubled theirs 
n the years intervening between 
1801 and 1851, and at the annual 
•ate of increase prevailing during 
he ten years preceding 1871, would 
jo on doubling every fifty-six years 
The population of the United States 
las risen fiom 13,191,876 in 1850, 
:o 50,lo2,55t in 1880, thus more 
:han doubling itself in thirty years

Making It Solid. 


Last fall Charles A. Tuttle & Co., of 


this city, were awarded the contract by 
tbe Wabash, 8t. Loais 4 Pacific Railway 
Company, to make Important Improve- 
ments at the St. Louis bridge which (pan* 
the Bangamon river on the St. Lout* di- 
vision of the road. Those ot our reader* 
who have passed over that long and dan- 
gerous looking structure in cars and look- 
ed out of the windows aa tke train rolled 
slowly over the rail* will remember tbe. 
high wooden trestle work .700 feet long on 
the south side of the river. The bridge is' 
nearly 70 feet in height and by the more 
skittish travelers it Is thought to be dan- 
gerous, particularly in time of floods. C. 
A. Tuttle & Co have contracted to build 
a bed of earth or embankment on the 
south side of the river under tbe long 
stretch of trestle work, and they are' now 
engaged in putting in the filling. They' 
have been at work since the backbone of 
winter was broken, and will finish the 
job by April 1st. It ia quite an important 
undertaking, and will receive the hearty 
approval of the patrons of that branch of 
the Wabash.

Artkhok.s for Hogf. 


If the value of artichokes were known 


by the farmers generally it would be 
greatly to our advantage financially. I 
planted about one acie of the Red Bra- 
zilian Artichoke.and about half a bushel.'of 
White French. 
The latter is a new va- 


riety, and not extensively planted iin this 
country. It is large »nu very sweet, end 
will prove un excellent variety'for stock. 
The seed was obtained of the French, 
who brought it out to Jlowa and used it 
for food. The Red ^Brazilian is a very 
large and productive variety, has been 
raised several years in Iowa, and proves 
to be excellent food for hogs and cattle. 
A few fed to milch cows aloug with other 
feed will increase the quantity of -nilk in 
winter. But I have more 
thoroughly 


tested their value for hogs; either stock 
hogs or fattening hogs need some vegeta- 
ble that grows in the ground. Nature baa 
provided them with a rooter, and it be- 
hooves us to provide them with some- 
thing to root and eat to keep them 
healthy. Whea I was a'.boy, 25 or 30 
years ago, our hogs run loose in the 
woods and on the prairies, and found 
roots and wild artichokes, and we had no 
tiog cholera then, but since we have shut 
our hogs up for half the year and fed 
them on corn alone they have become 
wormy and diseased, and die of cholera 
in such numbers that many of us have 
abandoned the hog ^business, which is, at 
present; prices, very 
profitable. Most 


farmers have vacant lots not used for 
stock in summer, and some of us let 
them grow up with slump weeds and 
jimpsons, greatly to Ihe injury of our 
land. In such a place I planted my arti- 
chokes, and about Oct. 1st I fenced off 
about a quarter of an acre into the hog 
lot, and after the hogs had got them 
pretty well rooted out I took in another 
lot. I had more than 50 hogs, and one 
acre will supply them with all they need 
for fall and spring 
We don't propose to 


feed any less corn for;havin« artichokes, 
but the corn fed to hogs, kept healthy by 
artichokes, will produce more pork. 


DIRECTIONS FOR PLAKTINO. 


<^ut the tuber in pieces of two or three 


eyes each; prepare the ground as for po- 
tatoes, mark off in rows three feet apart 
with a potato marker, drill in the rows a 
single piece every 14 or 16 Inches, and 
cover with a cultivator or hoe. 
Cultivate 


just as you would potatoes until the last 
of June, keeping them free from weeds.

Artithokts for Hog>. 


If Ihe value of artichokes were known 


by the farmers generally it vrould be 
greatly to our advantage financially. I 
planted about one acre of the Red Bra- 
zilian Artichoke,and about half a bushellof 
White French. The latter is a new va- 
riety, and not extensively planted Jin this 
country. It is large and very sweet, and 
will prove an excellent variety'for stock. 
The seed was obtained of the French, 
who brought it out to Jlowa and used it 
for fooJ. The Red ^Brazilian is a very 
large and productive variety, has been 
raised several years in Iowa, and proves 
to be excellent food for hogs and cattle. 
A few fed to milch cows along with other 
feed will increase Ihe quantity of milk in 
winter. But I have more 
thoroughly 


tested their value for bogs; either stock 
hogs or fattening hogs need some vegeta- 
ble that grows in the ground. Naturehas 
provided them with a rooter, and it be- 
haoves us to provide them with some- 
thing to root and eat to keep them 
healthy. When I was ajboy, 25 or 80 
years ago, our hogs run loose in the 
woods and on the prairies, and found 
roots and wild artichokes, and we bad no 
hog cholera then, but since we have shut 
our hogs up for half the year and fed 
them on corn alone they have become 
wormy and diseased, anil die of cholpra 
in such numbers that many of us have 
abandoned the hog ^business, which is, at 
present; prices, very profitable. Most 
farmers have vacant lots not used for 
stock in summer, and some of us let 
them grow up with 
stump weeds and 


jimpsons, greatly to (he injury of our 
and. Ia such a place I planted my arti- 
chokes, and about Oct. 1st I fenced off 
about a quarter of an acre into the bog 
ot, and after tbe hogs had got them 
pretty well rooted out I look in another 
lot. 
I had more than 50 hogs, and one 


acre will supply them with all they need 
for fall and spring. We don't propose to 
feed any less corn forjhavinu artichokes, 
tmt tbe corn fed to hogs, kept healthy by 
attichokea, will produce more pork. 


DIRECTIONS FOR PLANTING. 


(^ut the tuber in pieces of two or three 


syes each, prepare the ground as for po- 
tatoes, mark off in rows three feet apart 
with a potato marker, drill in the rows a 
single piece every 14 or 18 inches, and 
cover with a cultivator or hoe. Cullivite 
just as you would potatoes until the last 
of June, keeping them free from weeds.

While the Emperor was returning with 
the Grand Duke Michael from Michael 
Palace in a close carriage escorted by 
eight Coseacks, the first bomb fell near 
the carnage, destroying the baek part 
The Czar and bis brother alighted un- 
injured 
The assassin, on being seized 


by a colonel of pohoe, drew a revolver, 
bat was prevented from firing it. A 
second bomb was then thrown by an- 
other person and fell close to the Czar's 
feet, its explosion shattering both legs 


Col. Dorjibky, though himself much 


injured, raised the Emperor, who was 
conveyed to the Winter Palace in Col. 
Dorjibky's sleigh. 
Large crowds as- 


sembled before the palace, but were 
kept back by a troop of Cossacks. The 
imperial family were all assembled at 
the death-bed.
